New Arts and Science Dean 


Dr. Jean-Paul Vinay, Head of the Linguis¬ 
tics Department and Professor of French, 
has accepted the appointment of Dean of 
Arts and Science. 

Dr. Vinay, one of Canada's best-known 
linguists and men of letters, joined the 
Victoria faculty in 1966 and was Acting 
Dean from 1968 to 1969. He was 
previously Vice-Dean of the Faculty of 
Arts at the University of Montreal, and 
Director of the Department of Linguistics 
there. He joined the University of Montreal 
in 1946. 

Dr. Vinay is a graduate of both the 
University of Paris (the Sorbonne) and 


University College, London. His degrees 
include that of Master of Arts in Phonetics 
and Comparative Philology, conferred by 
the University of London in 1937, and the 
Agregation de I'Universite (France) which 
he obtained in 1941 with the coveted rank 
of No. 1. 

He is a Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Canada and of the Societe des Gens de 
Lettres (Paris). 

He succeeds Dr. John Climenhaga as 
Dean of Arts and Science who will take 
sabbatical leave at the end of June. 

Dr. Vinay will assume his new duties 
July 1. 


President Farquhar, in announcing the 
appointment said, "I am delighted that 
Professor Vinay has accepted the position. 
He is an outstanding scholar of internation¬ 
al repute, and we are most fortunate that 
he is willing to serve in thiscapacity." 

Dr. Vinay is a well-known writer and 
broadcaster. He appeared on the CBC's 
national network for eight years as writer 
and emcee of a television programme 
called Speaking French. 

Included in his publications, which now 
number in the hundreds, is an important 
textbook on the comparative stylistics of 
French and English, as well as the series 
known as Le Frangais International , used 
by schools and Universities throughout 
Canada. 

He was the Editor-in-Chief of Canada's 
first bilingual dictionary, and in 1971 
received a grant of $24,000 from the 
Donner Canadian Foundation for comple¬ 
tion of his research in bilingual Canadian 
lexicography. He will continue research in 
this field after assuming his duties as Dean. 

NRC Grants 

University of Victoria scientists will 
receive almost a half million dollars in 
National Research Council of Canada 
grants for the 1972-73 academic year. 

Individual grants totaling $482,411 have 
been awarded to assist research under four 
categories: operating grants, special com¬ 
puting grants, equipment grants, and travel 
grants. 

In addition, NRC scholarships have been 
awarded to twenty graduate students at 
the Masters and Ph.D. level for research in 
education, psychology, chemistry, physics 
and biology. 

Grouped by departments, the amounts 
received by UVic faculty are as follows: 
Chemistry $102,670; Biology $144,200; 
Mathematics $67,180; Bacteriology and 
Biochemistry $15,500; Physics $140,501; 
Psychology $8,960; Geography $3,400. 

The grants are not used to provide 
























salaries for grantees, but are intended to 
cover operating expenses and to purchase 
equipment. 

Substantial additional grants from other 
research supporting foundations and insti¬ 
tutions have also been received or are 
pending.

Faculty from the Departments of Geogra¬ 
phy, History, Economics, Slavonic 
Studies, Political Science and Music are 
participating. 

The series is open to any member of the 
academic or external community at a regis¬ 
tration fee of $15. Attending the series will 
be participants in the Soviet Union Tour 
organized by the Division in co-operation 
with the Department of Slavonic and 
Oriental Studies. Professor N. Galichenko 
will be the official university representa¬ 
tive on the tour which departs from 
Vancouver on May 11 returning June 1.

GREAT BATTLES 

A special lecture series entitled "Great 
Battles of History" will be among the new 
programs to be offered by the Division of 
Continuing Education in the Fall. Devel¬ 


oped in co-operation with the Department 
of History, the series will include such 
seminal engagements as The Armada, The 
Siege of Quebec, Waterloo, Gettysburg, 
Jutland, D-Day—The Invasion of France, 
and Custer's Last Stand.

Symposium 

An international mathematics symposium 
will be held at the University of Victoria 
from May 8 to 11. 

The symposium on Nonstandard Analy¬ 
sis (the application of mathematical logic 
to the solving of problems in analysis) will 
draw to Victoria the leaders of mathemati¬ 
cal research in North America. 

Professor A.E. Hurd, co-ordinator of the 
symposium, said only two similar sympo¬ 
sia have been held previously, one at the 
California Institute of Technology and the 
other at Oberwolfach, Germany. 

Participants will include: Prof. A. 
Robinson (Yale), Prof. W.A.J. Luxemburg 
(California Institute of Technology), Prof. 
J. Keisler (University of Wisconsin), and 
Prof. E.Zakon (University of Windsor).

Symposium 

The Sixth Annual Humanities and Science 
Symposium to recognize and reward crea¬ 
tive activities by senior high school stu¬ 
dents of British Columbia will be held at 
the university April 7 and 8. 

Grade 11 and 12 students have been 
invited to submit their creative works for 
adjudication by members of faculty, and 
will be required to read and defend their 
papers. 

President Hugh Farquhar will welcome 
the symposium participants at the opening 
Friday, April 7 at 9:00 a.m. in MacLaurin 
144. 

"It is our hope that the opportunity 
which the symposium offers to high 
school students to meet and talk with 
distinguished scholars and to read and 
defend papers on their own work will give 
them a taste of university life and inspire 
their future study," Dr. Farquhar said. 

Travel and living expenses for the stu¬ 
dents are met by the university and the 
Alumni Association. 


Dr. John E. Mcl nerney, chairman of the 
symposium committee, said 25 students 
accompanied by their sponsor teachers will 
present papers, and an additional 50 stu¬ 
dents have been invited as observers.
